GENERAL  REGULATIONS 


FOR 

INSPECTION  AND  CONTROUL. 
RULE  I. 


BY  Gloceflerfh.  Goal  A6t — 25th  G.  3. — fe£t. 

48 — “ The  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  for  the 
“ county  of  Glocefter,  fhall,  at  every  Michaelmas 
“ General  or  Quarter  Seffions, — refpedtively  ap- 
‘ point  two  or  more  Juftices,  vifitors  of  the  new 
“ Gaol  and  Penitentiary  Houfe,  and  Houfes  of 
“ Correction,  contiguous  thereto, — and  alfo  two 
Cf  or  more  other  Juftices,  vifitors  for  each  of  the 
<c  laid  four  other  Houfes  of  Correction ; — and 
(C  fuch  vifiting  Juftices  fo  refpeCtively  appointed, 
“ fhall,  either  together  or  fingly,  perlonally  vifit 
“ and  infpeCt  each  fuch  prifon,  at  leaft  three  times 
“ in  each  quarter  of  a year,  and  oftener  if  occafion 
“ fhall  require,  and  fhall  examine  into  the  ftate  of 
tc  the  buildings, — the  cleanlinefs  and  neatnefs  of 
“ rooms, — the  behaviour  and  condutft  of  the 
“ refpedtive  officers, — and  the  treatment  and  con- 
“ dition  of  the  prifoners, — the  amount  of  their 
c<  earnings, — and  the  expences  attending  each 
“ prifon  refpeftively, — and  in  matters  of  preffing 
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“ neceffity,  and  within  the  powers  of  their  com- 
‘c  million  as  Juftices,  fhall  take  cognizance  there - 
<c  in,  and  proceed  to  regulate  and  red  refs  the 
“ fame  5 and  at  every  General  or  Quarter  Sef- 
“ lions  of  the  Peace,  the  faid  vifiting  Juftices, 
<e  refpedtively,  fhall  make  a report  in  writing,  of 
‘c  the  ftate  and  condition  of  the  faid  new  Goal, — 
‘f  Penitentiary  Houfe,  and  Houfes  of  Correction, 
“ and  of  all  abufes,  which  may  occur  in  their  ob- 
‘5  fervation  therein,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  faid 
“ Seffion  is  required  to  call  upon  the  faid  vifitors 
<c  for  Inch  report ; — and  further  it  is  declared  law- 
“ ful,  for  every  Juftice  of  the  Peace  for  the  faid 
“ county,  of  his  own  accord,  and  without  being 
<f  appointed  a vijitor , to  enter  into  the  faid  new 
<c  Gaol, — Penitentiary  Houfe,  and  Houfes  of 
<(  Correction,  refpectively,  and  examine  the  fame, 
at  luch  time  and  times,  and  as  often  as  he  fhall 
“ think  fit; — and  if  he  fhall  difcover  any  abufes 
“ therein,  he  is  required  to  report  them  in  writing, 
<f  at  the  next  General  or  Quarter  Seflions,  which 
fhall  be  holden  for  the  faid  county, — and  as  of- 
“ ten  as  report  of  any  ab.ufes  fliali  be  fo  made,  by 
<e  the  vifiting  or  other  Juftices, — they  fhall  be  ta- 
“ ken  into  immediate  confideration  b.y  the  Juftices, 
<c  at  the  faid  Quarter  Seffions,  who  are  required 
<c  to  take  the  molt  eftedtual  meafures  for  enquir- 
cc  ing  into  and  rectifying  fuch  abufes — as  foon  as 
“ the  nature  of  the  cafe,  will  allow.” 


II. 

Rejolvedy  That  the  vifiting  Juftices  appointed 
for  the  goal,  be  conftituted  a Committee  to  fupcr- 
intend  the  Penitentiary  Houfe,  with  power  and  au- 
thority 


thority,  ns  given  by  19th  G.  2.  to  the  Committee 
to  fuperintend  the  national  Penitentiary  Houfes, — 
« go  far  as  may  be  confident  with  the  more  limited 
“ defign  of  the  Penitentiary  Houfe  for  the  county 
" of  Glocefter.  *” 

III. 

That  it  appears  to  this  Court,  that  in 

the  commitment  of  prifoners,  the  Magiftrates  fhould 
in  general  be  governed  by  the  following  appropria- 
tion of  diftrift 

To  the  common  Gaol,  or  Sheriff's  Prifon. 

1.  Felons  of  every  dcfcription,  and  all  perfons 
for  trial  by  jury,  either  at  the  Affizes  or  Quarter 
Seflions ; — as  alfo  all  accomplices  in  felonies,  ad- 
mitted as  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  Crown. 

2.  The  clafs  of  prifoners  called  Fines, — or  thofe 
who  are  debtors  to  the  King  for  penalties  unfatis- 
fied,  and  perfons  committed  (in  default  of  fureties) 
to  appear  at  the  Affizes  or  Quarter  Seffions. 

To  the  mofr  neighbouring  Hcuje  of  Correction. 

All  other  perfons  ; — but  it  fhould  be  obferved 
by  Magiftrates,  when  fo  fituated,  as  to  be  eaui- 
diftant  from  two  prifons, — that,  in  the  cafe  of 
Bridewell  prifoners,  who  muft  of  neceffity  be 
brought  up  to  Quarter  Seffions  to  be  difcharged, 
— the  commitment  in  the  firft  infiance  fhould  be 
. made  to  the  prifon  the  nearer  to  Glocefter.

-That  it  is  a duty  incumbent  on  every 

acting  Magiftrate  occafionally  to  vilit  any  and 
every  prifon,  to  which  he  may  commit  offenders  to 

punifhment 

* Magiflrates  will  underftand,  that  this  appropriation  of  dirtrift 
is  merely  intended  to  give  a general  idea, ---that  the  comparative 
expence  of  conveying  the  prifoner  to  one  prifon  or  another,  jfuld  al- 
ways be  attended  to ; — It  is  not  poflible  to  form  a rule  to  this  pttrr 

pole,  that  would  be  correctly  applicable  in  all  cafes, and  in 

every  part  of  the  county.

That.  Periodical  Petty  Sefiions  be  holden 

at  the  Committee  Rooms  of  each  Houfe  of  Correc- 
tion, which  all  Juftices,  adting  within  the  diftri6t, 
to  which  fuch  prifon  is  appropriated,  are  requefted 
to  attend  by  a rotation  ; which  rotation  Ihould  be 
fettled  at  a meeting  of  fuch  Juftices,  to  be  held  as 
foon  as  convenient  after  the  opening  of  each  pri- 
fon refpedtively. 

N.  B.  The  bufinefs  of  the  feffions  for  licenfing 
alehoufes,  and  appointing  overleers  of  the 
poor,  or  furveyors  of  the  highways,  Ihould 
not  be  done  within  the  prifons,  on  account  of 
the  number  or  perfons  ufually  attending. 

VI. 

— -That  a book  fhall  be  kept  at  each  pri- 

fon, in  which  the  vifiting  and  other  J uftices  are  re- 
quefted to  write  their  obfervations  at  each  vifit ; 
which  book  fhall  be  returned  into  Court  at  every 
Quarter  Seffions. 

VII. 

That  all  books  hereafter  diredted  to  be 

kept  by  the  Governor  or  Keeper,  or  other  Officer 
of  the  Gaol,  Penitentiary  Houfe, — or  any  other 
Houfe  of  Corredtion, — refpedting  the  oeconomy 
of  any  fuch  prifon,  and  the  manufadtures  thereof, 
and  all  accounts  ofexpences  and  earnings  of  each 
prifon  relpedtively,  be  laid  before  the  Juftices  at 
each  of  the  four  General  Quarter  Seffions  in  the 
year — at  the  firft  opening  of  a court, — when  a 
committee  fhall  be  immediately  appointed  to  audit 
all  fuch  accounts, — to  examine  into  the  expences,

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and  {late  of  the  manufaftures  of  the  different  pri- 
fons ; and  if  the  faid  committee  (hall  perceive  any. 
wafte  or  miimanagement,  they  fhall  report  the 
fame  to  the  court,  or  (hall  proceed  to  correct  or 
punifh  the  fame,  as  the  cafe  may  require. 

VIII. 

* — That  it  be  referred  to  the  faid  commit- 
tee, to  make  contrafts  or  agreements  with  any  per- 
lbns  whomfoever,  for  the  clothing,  diet,  and  all 
other  neceffaries,  for  the  maintenance  and  fupport 
of  the  offenders  confined  in  the  refpe<5live  plifons, 
or  for  implements  and  materials  for  any  kind  of 
manufofture  or  trade,  for  employing  the  prifoners 
therein  ; — or  they  may  direft  the  Governor  or 
Talk  matters  of  the  refpeftive  prilons,  to  make 
fuch  agreements  or  contrafts, — the  terms  of  which 
have  been  firft  fubmitted  to,  and  approved  by 

them ; or  they  may  refer  the  confideration  of 

fuch  contrafts  to  the  committee  of  vifiting  Juf- 
tices,  when  (from  local  circumftances  of  the  cafe) 
they  may  be  fuppofed  more  competent  to  judge 
of  any  propofol.

IN  Dark  Cells  ; — without  communication  with 
any  perfon,  except  the  chaplain — furgeon— or 
magiftrates  (when  infpefting  the  ftate  of  the  pri- 
fon)  and  the  keeper,  who  lhall  himfelf  fee  every 
prifoner,  fo  confined,  once  at  leaft  in  eveiy  day, 
— direft  the  cell  to  be  regularly  cleaned, — ferve  the 
prifon  allowance  daily  at  a ftated  hour — and  fhall 
further  attend  to  and  relieve  all  fuch  other  wants 
as  may  be  conducive  to  the  health  of  the  prifoner. 

SECOND  DEGREE. 


In  the  light  Cells — with  a like  feclufion  from 
fociety,  and  the  fame  attention  of  the  keeper  to  the 
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health  of  the  prifoners  confined — as  in  the  Firjl 
Degree. 

N.  B.  Thefe  two  firft  degrees  are  directed 
merely  as  punifhments  for  refra&ory  pri- 
foners, and  to  enforce  the  difcipline  of  the 
prifon  ; confinement  in  them  mull  be  re- 
gulated by  the  rules  which  reipeftively  re- 
gulate the  pUnilhmerits  of  the  clafles.

The  prifoner  confined  to  his  own  cell  in  this  de- 
gree fhall  be  taken  into  the  airing  ground  for  fo 
many  hours  in  every  day  as  the  divifions  of  the 
court  will  admit; — it  being  underftood,  that  opjy 
one  prifoner  of  a clafs  fhall  be'm  any  court  at;  one 
and  the  fame  time. — It  follows  that  the  time  , ill- ~ 
lowed  to  each  will  be  a fhare  of  the  day  bearing; 
proportion  to  the  number  of  prifoners  of  the  famd" 
clafs  in  the  prifon. 

On  Sundays,  ^nd  other  occafions  of  religious 'ex- 
ercife,  the  prifoner  fhall  be  removed  fingly  to  the', 
chapel — and  provided  his  or  her  behaviour  be-  or- 
derly and  decent — he  or  fhe  fhall,  on  Sundays, 
be  allowed  to  air  in  the  courts  in  the  focicty  of  his 
or  her  clafs.  ... 


FOURTH

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FOURTH  DEGREE. 

The  prifoner  fhall  be  confined  to  his  or  her 
cell  at  all  times  except  during  divine  fervice — and 
the  time  allotted  for  meals, — when  he  or  fhe  may 
affociate  with  others  of  the  clafs  in  the  day  room 
or  airing  grounds. 

N.  B.  In  the  two  latter — as  in  the  former  de- 
grees, the  prifoners  fhall  be  daily  ferved  with 
the  prifon  allowance,  and  the  keeper  fhall  pay 
a like  attention  to  their  health  and  cleanlinefs. 


In  addition  to  the  means  of  punifhment — by  fo- 
litude, — fetters  and  hand-cuffs  fhall  be  provided 
at  the  county  expence. — ■ — But  they  are  not  to 
be  ufed  in  the  ordinary  cuftody  of  any  unconvified 
or  bridewell  prifoner — except  fuch  as  fhall  be 
committed  on  any  charge  of  capital  offence,  or 
old  offenders  ; — They  fliall  be  applied  as  punifh- 
ment for  contumacy  or  difobedience,  or  as  a pre- 
caution in  the  cafe  of  riots  or  other  attempts 
to  efcape — as  directed  by  the  rules  before  re- 
ferred to. 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

OF  THE 

Gaol  and  Prifons  adjoining . 

RULE  I, 

Ordered , That  the  Ju'ftices  fhall  appoint  a 
governor  of  the  Penitentiary  Houfe,  and  Houfe 
of  Corre&ion  adjoining,  who  fhall  alfo  execute  the 
duty  of  gaoler,  or  keeper  of  the  common  gaol,  if 
thereto  appointed  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  county ; — 
and  fhall  receive  from  the  county  flock  a falary 
of  200I.  per  ann. in  conflderation  of  which 
he  fhall  not  take  or  receive  to  his  own  ufe  any 
fee,  gratuity,  or  emolument  from  any  perfon 
wnomfoever  committed  to  his  cuflody,  or  from 
the  county  at  large,  except  only  the  taxed  al- 
lowance for  extra-bedding  permitted  by  the  rules, 
and  fuch  fhare  of  the  profits  of  labour  as  may 
be  allowed  by  the  regulation  of  the  Magiflrates. 

IT. 


That  the  perfon  fo  appointed  governor 

of  the  penitentiary  houfe,  fhall  give  a reafonable 
and  fatisfadlory  fecurity  to  the  fheriff,  on  being 
appointed  by  him  to  the  office  of  keeper  of  the 
common  gaol ; — and,  that  he  do  enter  into  a bond 
to  the  county,  in  the  penalty  of  200I.  the  condi-

— That  the  governor  fhall  execute  his  of- 
fice (together  with  that  of  gaoler)  in  perfon  ; 

that  he  fhall  fee  every  prifoner  in  his  cuflody  at 
leaft  twice  in  every  twenty-four  hours  ; — that 
he  fhall  attend  the  prifoners  when  at  chapel,  and 
at  the  diftribution  of  their  bread  ; — that  he  fhall 
not  abfent  himfelf  from  the  prifon  for  a night,  or 
twenty-four  hours,  without  permifhon  of  a vifit- 
ing  Juftice,  fignified  in  writing,  unlefs  in  the 
execution  of  any  part  of  his  duty  which  may  re- 
quire fuch  abfence,  or  by  reafon  of  fome  unfore- 
feen  accident,  which  he  fhall  ftate  in  his  journal.

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VI. 


That  if  the  faid  governor  fhall  difobey  or 

evade  the  rules,  orders,  or  bye-laws,  made  for  the 
government  of  the  Penitentiary  Houfe  and  Houfe 
of  Correction, — or,  if,  in  his  office  of  gaoler,  he 
fhall  neglect  or  tefufe  to  feparate — regulate — 
and  keep  his  prifoners  in  exaCt  conformity  to  the 
rules  recommended  for  that  purpofe,- — or,  if  in  ei- 
ther fituation  of  governor  of  the  penitentiary 
houfe,— -or  gaoler,  he  ffiall  accept  of,  or  any 
ways  appropriate  to  himfelf^  any  other  profit  or 
emolument  than  fuch  as  fhall  be  allowed  by  fuch 
rules,  orders,  or  bye-laws,  he  fhall  forfeit  the  pe- 
nalty of  his  bond  (receiving  his  arrears  of  falary) 
and  ffiall  immediately  be  dilmiffed  the  fervice  of 
the  Magiftrates. 

N.  P.  The  fees  allowed  to  be  taken  in  certain 
cafes  he  ffiall  place  to  account  as  hereafter 
directed. — The  emolument  allowed  from 
prifoners’  labour  he  ffiall  not  appropriate 
to  himfelf;  but  ffiall  wait  until  the  Magiftrates 
have  audited  and  allowed  the  account  thereof, 

VII. 

That  the  governor  or  keeper  ffiall  have 

no  intereft  whatfoever  in  any  conti  ait  01  agteement 
for  feeding  or  cloathing  the  prifoners.— — „t  is  his 
duty  to  fee  that  the  perfons  fupplying  them  do  nei- 
ther defraud  the  prifoners  or  the  county.  That  he 
ffiall  pay  all  occafional  bills  left  to  his  charge,  and 
enter  all  accounts  concerning  the  expences  of  the 
prifon  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe,  fpe- 
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cifying  the  date  of  payment,  with  reference  to  the 
vouchers,  which  he  fhall  deliver  with  his  accounts 
as  hereafter  directed. 


VIII. 

• 

— That  a tafk-mafter,  (or  manufacturer) 

be  appointed  at  a fixed  falary  of  50I.  per  ann. 

that  he  fhall  aCt  as  an  afliftant  to  the  governor  in 
the  fafe  keeping  of  the  prifon, — he  muft  be  ap- 
proved by  him,  and  fhall  give  him  a fecurity  if 
required. — It  is  the  duty  of  this  officer,  and  it  will 
be  made  his  interefi>  to  enforce  and  fuperintend  the 
labour  of  the  bridewell , and  other  convicted  prifoners, 
and  alfo  to  encourage  induftry,  amongft  the  pri- 
foners  of  every  other  defeription,  who  may  be  in- 
clined to  work. 


IX. 

—That  the  tafk-mafter  fhall  keep  a lift 

of  the  tools  delivered  to  the  prifoners  employed  j 
and  on  leaving  work  in  the  evening  he  fhall  call 
on  every  working  prifoner  to  deliver  his  tools, — 
which  fhall  be  properly  fecured  during  the  night. 

X. 

That  the  governor  be  allowed  30I.  per 

ann.  for  his  firft  turnkey — and  25I.  per  ann.  for 
his  fecond  (if  wanting)  provided  the  perfons  be 
approved  by  the  Juftices. — But  no  fum  fhall  be 
allowed  by  the  county  for  any  afliftant  or  turnkey 
but  who  is  of  good  character,  who  can  write  legi- 
bly. 
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biy,  and  has  fuch  a competent  knowledge  of 
arithmetic,  as  to  be  able  to  keep  the  accounts  of 
the  prifon  if  committed  to  his  care.  The  falary 
of  turnkeys  fhall  be  half  a year  in  arrear  as  a fe- 
curity  for  the  performance  of  their  duty. 

XL 

That  the  governor  fhall  not  lodge  or 

board  in  his  houfe  any  other  perfon  except  pri- 
foners,  and  his  family  and  lervants,  a lift  of  whom 
he  fhall  from  time  to  time  enter  in  his  regifter  * 

XII. 

By  Glocefterlhire  A61, — Seel:  43 — “ The  go- 
ff  vernor  and  all  other  officers  fhall  give  fecurity 
“ for  the  performance  of  their  refpe&ive  duties  as 
<f  the  Juftices  from  time  to  time,  at  any  general 
“ or  quarter  feffions  fhall  diredl,  and  fuch  go- 
u vernor  and  other  officers,  for  any  negligence  or 
ff  mifbehaviour  in  their  refpedtive  offices,  may  ci- 
rc  ther  be  proceeded  againft  on  the  fecurity  fo  to  be 
“ given,  or  fhall  be  fineable  by  the  Juftices  of  the 
<c  Peace,  at  any  general  or  quarter  feffions,  in  the 
“ fame  manner  as  the  governor  of  any  houfe  of 
“ eorreiflion  is  fineable  by  7 James  1,  c.  4 — or 
“ 17  George  2,  c.  5. 

XIII. 

Ordered , That  a futier  be  employed  within 
the  prifon,  to  fupply  fuch  prifoners  as  are  allowed 
to  purchafe 'extra  food; — The  moft  proper  per- 
fon for  this  employment  will  be  an  elderly  wo- 
man of  good  character ; — She  fhall  be  ap- 
pointed 
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pointed  by  the  Magiftrates,  2nd  direfted  as  to  the 
proper  food  to  prepare,  which  fhe  lhall  fell  in  ra- 
tions 'at  a price  per  meafure,  or  weight,  which  lhall 
be  taxed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Juftices  at  their 
quarter  feffions.

By  25,  G.  II.  c.  37.  It  is  enabled,  “ that  from 
“ and  after  the  convidtion  of  any  perfon  convidted 
“ for  the  horrid  crime  of  murder,  and  judgment 
“ given  thereupon, — the  goaler,  or  keeper,  to 
tc  whom  fuch  perfon  fhall  be  delivered  for  fafe 
<c  cuftody,  fhall  confine  fuch  perfon  in  fome  cell, 
“ or  other  fafe  place,  feparate  and  apart  from  all 
“ other  prifoners ; — and  no  perfon  or  perfons 
<c  whatfoever,  except  the  goaler,  or  keeper,  or  his 
“ fervants  fhall  have  accefs  to  any  fuch  prifoner 
<c  without  licence  being  firft  obtained  for  that  pur- 
tc  pofe,  under  the  hand  of  the  Judge,  before 
“ whom  fuch  offender  fhall  have  been  tried,  or  un- 
(c  der  the  hand  of  the  Sheriff,  his  deputy,  or  un- 
ec  der-fheriff ; — and  after  fentence  paffed,  until 

“ execution 
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« execution  thereof,  fuch  offender  fhall  be  fed  with 
« bread  and  water  only,  and  with  no  other  food  or 
« liquor  whatfoever, — fave  only  in  the  cafe  of  re-

will  be  expected'  of  every  debtor .^=By  a contrary 
conduft  they  will  render  themfelves  unworthy  of 
the  Magif&tfes’  attention  to  their  misfortunes,— and 
they  will  remain,  liable  to  alL  fych  claims  and 
confequenqe^  the  goaler  ma^  by  l$w  qr  ufage 
have  authority  to  impbfe*.

ideftitute  of  friends,  and  a deferving  object  of  the 
public  bounty)  the  vifiting  Juftices,  or  any  two  of 

them 
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them,  may  order  any  fuch  prifoner  relief  from  the 
county  flock,  (not  exceeding  the  ordinary  allow- 
ance to  felons  and  fines)  or  may  affifl  him  in  pro-

IV.

Ordered , That  where  any  perfon  fhall  be  ad- 
judged or  ordered  to  confinement  in  this  clafs, 
every  fuch  perfon  fhall  be  removed  to  it  injiantly 
on  his  convidtion,  or  on  fuch  order,  there  to  re- 
main during  the  term  of  his  fentence,  unlefs  re- 
moved by  virtue  of  any  provifo  hereafter  men- 
tioned.

offenders  under  their  infpedrion,  they  fhall  report

In  order  that  fuch  offender  may  receive  fuch  miti- 
gation of  his  fentence  as  may  be  thought  meet. 


X-VII. 

That  if  any  offender,  during  his  con- 
finement, fhall  have  been  induftrious  and  obedient, 
the  chaplain  and  governor, — or  chaplain  and  a vi- 
fiting  Juftice,  fhall,  on  his  difmifiion,  give  him  a 
certificate  of  fuch  good  behaviour,  and,  if  they 
have  reafon  to  believe  that  fuch  offender  is  actually 
and  fincerely  reformed  in  manners,  they  fhall  ex- 
prefs  the  fame  in  fuch  certificate. — And  no  of- 
fender fhall  be  difmiffed  at  the  end  of  his  term  (un- 
lefs  at  his  own  requeft)  if  he  fhall  labour  under  any 
acute  and  dangerous  diftemper— nor  until  in  the  opi- 
nion of  the  furgeon  he  can  be  difcharged  with  fafety. 
And  when  difcharged,  his  own  or  other  decent 
cloathing  fhall  be  delivered  to  every  offender,  to- 
gether with  fuch  fum  of  money  as  fhall  by  the  vi- 
fiting  Juftices,  or  Juftices  in  quarter  feffions  be 
judged  neceffary  for  fubfifbence  to  the  place  of  his 
legal  iettlement  not  exceeding  ten  fhillings. — And 
over  and  above  fuch  fum — (in  cafe  he  fhall  have 
obtained  a certificate  of  good  behaviour  as  above 
mentioned)  the  offender  fhall  receive  a further  fum 
in  proportion  to  the  term  for  which  fuch  perfon 
fhall  have  been  imprifoned  not  exceeding  3I. — And 
in  cafe  luch  offender  fhall  be  able  to  procure  any  repu- 
table matter  of  a fhip,  or  tradefman,  or  other  fubftan- 
tial  houfe-keeper  who  fiiall  take  him  into  fervice — 

if. 
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if,  at  the  end  of  one  year’s  fervice,  fuch  mailer  or 
miftrefs  will  give  him  a certificate,  fetting  forth 
that  fuch  offender  hath  ferved  him  or  her  foberly 
and  honeftly  during  the  year,  and  that  he  or  fhe 
were  content  with  fuch  offender's  fervice — the  faid 
juftices  in  quarter  feifions  fhall  allow  to  him  a further 
fum  equal  to  that  allowed  on  difmiffion.  But  fuch 
certificate  fhall  be  witneifed  by  the  Miniiler  of  the 
pariih  where  fuch  mafter  or  miftrefs  fhall  refide, — 
who  fhall  teftify  that  he  believes  the  contents  of  the 
certificate  to  be  true,  and  that  the  offender  ha^ 
been  regular  in  attendance  on  divine  fervice.
